THE SETTING OF EXAMINA- 
TION PAPERS. 

The Convention was declared open by Dr. 
D. J. Coffey, President of, University College, 
Dublin, who welcomed the delegates, and said 
that, connected as they were with one of the 
creat branches of education, they necessarily 
had a right to meet in the College. The 
successful working of the secondary system 
was the basis from which all university work 
Without their work the work of 
the university would not be such as it was, 
such as it had been, and such as they hoped 
t might attain to in the future. 

The whole future of education was in the 
making, as were also the national fortunes. 
In that work it would be hopeless to think of 
success uniess the teacher had his proper 
place and his proper reward, and the know- 
ledge that the ideals he loved, were being 
responded to and developed with care. In 
every good work which the secondary teachers 
attempted they might rely on the active sup- 
port of the University. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

The President (Mr. T. P. Waller), in the 
course of his address, said that in a period of 
less than half a century from the time of its 
oficial birth secondary education in Ireland 
had experienced many vicissitudes, and. 
in recent years it had undergone 

radical changes. The presence 
an alien Government had had a 
depressing and reactionary effect on education 
in its broadest sense, and so they were now 
faced with the melancholy fact that, by com- 
parison with other countries, they were back- 
ward in many ways and as yet undeveloped, 
and.with the further fact that, in order to 
overtake other peoples in the race of progress 
and prosperity,, they needed to bring their 
education system fully abreast of modern re- 
quirements and into harmony with the best

Perhaps, the most pressing general ‘reform 
which secondary education im the ‘Saorstat 
called for to-day was the creation of a.Couneil 
of Kducation to assist and advise the Minister 
and his Department. The teachers, who were 
so closely identified with the practical opera- 
tion of an education system as it bore on the 
students and the schools, should certainly be 
in @ position to offer the fruits of their ex- 
perience to the administrative authorities. It 
was true, of course, that the Minister for 
Kducation was open to receive advice from 
all who might be disposed to tender it; but 
suggestions offered gratuitously had not the 
same. value and driving force as the carefully 
considered opinion of a body of experienced 
and interested persons, sitting under the 
authority of the Minister and empowered 
specifically to present him with solutions to 
given problems. 

A CASE IN POINT. 

As a case in point, he referred to the acute 
controversy which waged round the papers 
set in mathematics for the certificate examina- 
tions of 1925, the very first year of the re- 
formed system. These papers evoked a very 

Tr cism and objection on the part 

mathematics. In 1926 the 
panes set in mathematics were not, on the 
curface,. open to eriticism on the score of 
dificulty or standard; but when the examina- 
were published it was found that 
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tion results 
the examiners’ standard was set at such a 
level that virtually half the students examined 
failed to pass. 

Now, the point he wanted to insist on was 
that it was of littl matter whether the 
examiners fixed on a definite standard for a 
given type of paper, but it was obvious that 
a violent fluctuation in the style and difficulty 
of the examination set in any subject could 
not fail to produce harmful results. Teachers 
were at a loss 
were dissatisfied; they felt they were bei 
treated unfairly: they felt that whim ‘and 
raprice were being given full rein; they felt 
that they were being treated as machines 
which should conform to a definite gpecifica- 
tion. Small wonder that their peace of mind 
was disturbed and the quality and efficiency 
of their work impaired; &nd he need not 
refer at any length to the harm which must be 
done to pupils under such conditions. 

THEN AND NOW. 

Now, all this resulted from the fact that 
teachers were not consulted on this question 
in any way by the authorities, The spirit 
was an heirloom of the old régeme, which 
regarded the teachers as servants whose duty 
it was to carry out the official edits without 
questioning their propriety or feasibility. 
Teachers were denied the right to be ap- 
pointed as examiners under the old system, 
for they could not be trusted to act as 
honourable men. When they advanced a 
claim to the Department of Education a 
couple of yeas ago—that, under the new 
programme arrangements, a continuance. of 
this policy was grossly unfair to the 
teachers—the Department gave way, and 
tied the experiment of appointing working 
teachers as examiners. The experiment had 
been highly successful, and, so far as they 
were aware, the Department had no, inten- 
tion of discontinuing it. The principle in 
regard to the setting of examination papers 
was similar, They did not ask that. worki 
teachers should actually set the papers; but 
they claimed that they should have some 
voice in determining the style and standard 
of the papers, and they asserted that, given 
a Consultative Committee representative of 
all legitimate interests, the complaints to 
which he had referred could . 
tinue, and an even, suitable and sati ry 
examination standard could be readily main- 


tained.

THE PRESENT COURSE. 

. Proceeding, Mr. Waller said that the present 
secondary schools’ course was designed to 
cover a period of six years—from about 
twelve years of age to eighteen years. An 
Intermediate Certificate examination was pro- 
vided for students who had done a four-year 
course and had reached the. age of sixteen 
years of thereabouts, and after a further 
Study period of two years,’ when candidates 
were about eighteen years of-age, the Leavi 
Certificate examination was taken. It seem 
only fair to claim that the Leaving Certi- 
ficate examination should lace_the matri- 
culation examination and the examinations 
held for the award of County Council and 
other scholarships in the universities. They 
felt, too, that entrance to the ‘legal, medical, 
teaching and other professions should be con- 
troiled exclusively heoneth the Leaving Certi- 
fiéate examination, instead of having, as at 
present, a multiplicity of varying standards 
and examinations, with a consequent waste of 
necdless' expenditure

course adjustment was likewise necessary. 
Pupils entering secondary schools from 
primary schools should be recruited at not 
less than twelve years of age. In a recently 
published report the Department of Educa- 
tion admitted that the number of scholar- 
ships from primary to/secondary schools pro- 
vided by County and Borough Couticils was 
altogether ‘insufficient. The total population 
of the secondary schools was less than 5 
per cent. of that in the primary schools— 
the lowest percentage in Europe. The De- 
partment’'s report showed that the total num- 
ber of scholarships provided for 1924-1925 
was no more than ari, or about 2 per cent. 
of the total of pupils in secondary schools. 
In this matter they were very much behind 
England and America, in which countries 
generous provision was made for scholarships 
right through from the primary schools to 
the universities. 

THE STUDENT OF POOR PARENTS. 

lí the country was to make sufficient pro- 
gress to keep abreast of other nations it was 
imperative that students of marked ability 
should not be deprived of secondary and 
university education because their parents 
happened to be too poor to defray the cost. 
Wealthy nations like America and England 
were twenty years ahead of this country; 
and unless the State lost no time in tackling 
this, pressing question they could not hope 
as a nation to keep pace with modern con- 
ditions of progress. They therefore urged 
that scholarships from the primary schools 
right up to the universities should be pro- 
vided in liberal measure. Scholarship schemes 
should be made compulsory on all public 
bodies, and provision should be made for 
the striking of a flat rate which would en- 
sure that the whole scheme was adequately 
financed to the needs of the nation. 

Their Association had striven for years for 
the redress of grievances which ground down 
the lay teacher and made his life wretched; 
and it was not until after the outbreak of 
the Great War that the first fruits of the 
agitation manifested themselves. A scheme 
of salaries was brought in by Mr. Blythe two 
years ago The scheme largely followed the 
lines which had been adopted by the 
Northern Government, but failed to give the 
same satisfaction, since the essence of the 
scheme was a grudging measure of. admis- 
sion of the right of secondary teachers to 
adequate remuneration. 

SUPERANNUATION. 

The announcement made by the Minister 
for Educatién: three months ago, that at last 
the Government had accepted the principle 


that secondary..teachers were entitled to super- 


annuation, ‘and that his Department’ and the 
Department of Finance were engaged in 
examining concrete proposals for a pensions 
scheme, gave peter satisfaction. Yet they 
should withhold’ their congratulations pend- 
ing the pubheation of the details of the 
scheme. 

They expressed the conviction that the 
superannuation scheme which the Northern 
Government presented to its secondary 
teachers was altogether inadequate and un- 
satisfactory in virtually every detail. The 
Free State scheme of increments was not so 
acceptable to teachers as was the Northern 
scheme; but let them hope that the Free 
State scheme of pensions would make up in 
fairness and reasonableness what the incre- 
ments’ scheme lacked. The scheme should 
provide for teachers who had reached the 
ages of sixty to sixty-five or over, and it 
should enable teachers to retire at fifty-five 
years of age, but not later than sixty. 

They claimed that a teacher. who had pre- 
pared himself adequately for his profession, 
and who had proved his efficiéncy to the 
satisfaction of the authorities, should be able 
to look forward to normal continuity of em- 
ployment. 

Mr. Murphy (Roscrea), moving a vote of 
thanks to the outgoing President, expressed 
the opinion that too many of the secondary 
school pupils reached the ig and 
too few went to the Agricultural Colleges 
and the higher technical schools, which he 
hopea would be provided. 

Mr. A, Ruttledge, B.A. (Wesley College) 
seconded the resolution, which was passed. 


ITALIAN SCHOOLS. 

Professor Walter Starkie, F.,T.C.D., in 
the course of a paper on “ The.Reform of 
Education in Italy of to-day,’ spoke of the 
movement under Mussolini as the creation of 
a national consciousness, and meant a settin 
up of the tone and just value of spiritua 
things, and that was found especially in 
education. 

Referring to education as it was carried on 
before the Fascist movement, he said that 
under the old system it was based on the 
materialist and positivist point of view, and 
all idealism, or anything spiritual, was 
rejected. No religion was taught in any 
Government or municipal school. Now the 
crucifix was established in the class room. 
Lay teachers gave religious instruction; but 
parents, if they wished, could have further 
instruction by priests. Great attention was 
given to music, and choral singing was being 
greatly developed. Special importance was 
atiached to local districts and to dialects, of 
which there were hundreds in Italy. Domestic 
study was given a prominent place in girls’ 
schools, and teachers were warned against 
professing pedantic ignorance of simple 
household matters. Generally teachers were 
encouraged to make education national in the 
best sense.

They could 
not afford to lose the confidence of the 
people who sent their children into the 
teachers’ hands. 

“The two great contentious subjects in 
life have been religion and politics, ' he said. 
“The religious problem in education has, after 
long struggling, been more or less satisfac- 
torily settled. Let us keep out the political 
problem altogether in education and get on 
with our work of educating.” 

The association of the teachers’ name with 
gs he said, tended to the formation of 
ocal groups. It would be folly to ignore 
the gross danger of political considerations 
arising in appointment and promotion. 

Mr. Hooker (Wallasey), seconding, said 
that most schoolmasters were united on this 
question. They were not asking that a man 
should have no definite political opinion 
because he was a teacher, but that the con- 
ference should condemn the man who joined 
a political party as a teacher. 

“Teaching and truth must go hand in 
hand,” he remarked. ‘‘ Politics and truth 
rarely do.” (Laughter.) He mentioned tlat 
during the last year teachers had been re- 
fused entrance into this country because of 
their political opinions. Anything of that 
matter, he continued, which prevents teachers 
who are delegates to an international con- 
ference being refused admission as ‘eacners 
is a weakening of our cause. Because a 
teacher joins some political body it does not 
necessarily follow that his teaching will 
reflect his political views. Every self- 
respecting teacher frees himself of his politi- 
cal bias when he hangs up his hat and coat 
in the staff room. 

THE DISEASE OF POLITICS. 

Politics, said Mr. J. Lavery (London) amid 
laughter, is not a profession, but a disease, 
and a more dangerous, virulent, and, in 
some cases, disastrous disease than many of 
the physical diseases. 

Opposing the resolution, Mr. T. Jacques 
(Manchester) said :—‘‘I consider that a 
teacher has as much right to join a political 
body as anybody else. e has as much right 
to work actively and prominently for his 
party, and let them know who he is.” 

The resolution was carried. 

Another motion, which was agreed to, was 
one of regret that the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Pensions Act had not yet been amended, so 
that all schoolmasters might become volun- 
tary contributors under the Act, 

THE TRADE UNION BILL, 

Mr. J. M. Hogge referred incidentally to 
the Trade Union Bill, and said that he 
thought it would be worth while for the 
Association’s Executive to examine it with 
a view to raising one or two important 
points. One was the question of the 
Rhondda Valley Education Authority, which 
insisted on a man belonging to’ a particular 
union before he could receive an appoint- 
ment. It would be desirable to have it dis- 
cussed in the House of Commons. He 
added that 8, W..Kingsley Wood was re- 
ceiving a deputation from the Association 
about the Widows’ and Orphans’ Act. 

TOO MANY INSPECTORS. 

Are there too many school inspectors was 
the question raised by Mr. H. Cunningham, 
who moved a resolution that their present 
multiciplicity was a hindrance to teachers and 
a handicap to scholars. These inspectors, 
as á whole, he declared, simply come round 
and find fault, and have a fad. The inspec- 
tor with a fad assesses you and your school 
on your ability to show success in that par- 
ticular fad, which is disastrous. It is time 
that we made a stand. We have not yet 
made the general public believe that we are 
of the same clay as seconda school 
teachers. They are not inspected in this 
way. It is time that we made the public 
understand that we know our job, and can 
be trusted to do it. There is an atmosphere 
of strain in the schools as soon as it is heard 
i That is good 
neither for the teacher nor the scholar. Are 
masters cheered and children gladdened by 
the visits of inspectors? Do we do good 
work in our schools because of, or in spite 
of, inspectors ? 

Before the resolution could be put to the 
conference, the time limit allowed was 
reached. It was, therefore, declared 
“talked ont.’

DELEGATES WELCOMED. | 

Professor W. F. Howley, Deputy President, 
University College, way, welcomed the 
delegates on behalf of the University 
authorities. They had in that College, he 
said, done something towards bringing the 
teachers into. closer touch with the Uni- 
versities. They had classes for the purpose of 
enabling teachers to proceed to degrees. 
There were difficulties in the way, but 
good-will they could be overcome.

Mr. T. N. Reddington, Secretary, welcomed 
the delegates on behalf of the Urban Council ;

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. T. F. Frisby, President of the Con- 

ress, in his presidential address, spoke of 
the growth and development of science and 
invention, and said that this wonderful age 
had brought untold woe to the great mass of 
the people who lived by their toil and labour. 
Were not the slums of their Irish cities 
famous the world over? There was distress 
and misery. Yn pursuing the end had they 
mistaken the means for the end itself? 
Instead of having charity for their watchword 
and humanity for their slogan they had rent, 
interest and profit. Even their Governments, 
whose first duty should be the protection wf 
the weak and helpless, assert t all their 
efforts must be in the interests of finance. 
The ills of society could only be cured by a 
return to the Christian conception of life and 
living, and that conception could only be 
revived in the schools, and by a new educ:- 
tion with a more worthy aim than that of the 
past. Although the teachers had striven 10 
mould the w airc róil system in accordance 
with a more worthy aim the general concep- 
tion had not deviated much from that of the 
Commissioners of National Education in 1837. 
With the setting up of a native Government 
they had hoped that the nation’s educational 
outlook would have been altered. They 
had heard much of a Gaelic system of 
education. The national language had been 
given the place that it ought to occupy in 
the schools, but they might make the children 
bilinguists, and even banish the — 
language from the curriculum, and still be 
very far away from a Gaelic system of educa- 
tion. Recognition of the importance of the 
teacher’s personality would mean-a different 
opinion to that held at present of the status 
of the teacher. : 

Referring to the post-primary education 
problem, Mr. Frisby said that no branch of 
education needed Christinising and Gaelicis- 
ing more than post-primary education. Great 
stress had been laid on the importance of 
technical education; for it had been urged 
that the country’s industrial development was 
almost completely dependent upon it. Jn the 
provision of st-primary education they 
should not take it for granted that the 
topical type of education for boys and girls 
leaving school was of a vocational or tech- 
nical character. Adolescence was the period 
in which during the past they had flung their 
youth out into the world, and the period at 
which they were evidently going to provide 
no further education than the training to be 
machines. The great emotional development 
which oceurs at this stage brings with it wide 
spiritual searchings, which are shown in @ 
continual questioning and searching of the 
impressions received. The impersonal absorp- 


tion of these impressions, which is so charac- | 


teristic of the primary school period, is gone, 
and in its place is a critical creature with an 
eternal “why ” everlastingly on its lips. 


THE ADOLESCENT PERIOD. 

If we are to organise our education on 
Gaelic lines, if we are to recognise education 
as a fostering, we must make provision for 
the education of the adolescent on scientific 
lines. The provision of such a scheme will 
necessitate the most careful consideration of 
all the factors, but especially of psychologica 
and physical changes which take place during 
the adolescent period. These factors must be 
given great prominence. Greater account 
must be taken of them than of the trade or 

rofession which the child is to follow in after 
ife, and with the growing power of demo- 
eracy the place of national leadership is as 
likely to be occupied by a farm labourer as 
by a barrister. It was essential, then, that 
the education of the one ought to be as 
broad, general and cultural as the other. If 
democracy was a failure, as had been asserted, 
was it not due to the fact that educational 
progress had not advanced at all as rapidly 
as the progress of democracy, and society as 
a result found itself menaced by the twin 
evils of Bolshevism and Fascism. 

It was frequently asserted that the return 
received from expenditure on education was 
not commensurate with the taxes expended, 
but the most wasteful and uneconomic feature 
of the educational system was the fact that 
for so many children sper ceased at 
fourteen. The best possible return could only 
be got by continuing cultural education during 
the period of adolescence, because to cease 
systematic cultural instruction at the age of 
fourteen was to sacrifice to a large extent 
the work of the previous nine years. The 
methods of education to be followed must 
be methods which will cater equally for the 
demands of the inner development and the 
outer environment, Such methods connote 
freedom, breadth, humaneness, lack of 
officialism, a decreasing respect for abstract 
education and traditional methods, and an 
increasing sympathy with body and soul 
nurture, a deeper respect for the teacher and 
corresponding reverence for the child. They 
must not be based 4 a theory of fact- 
stuffing, but must be founded upon spiritual 
values. Post-primary education should be 
a continuation of cultural education for all 
our children, and definite vocational or 
technical should not begin until the adolescent 
stage of development has almost passed. Every 
reform that has been made in our. primary 
system of education during the past half a 
century had its genesis in the agitation and 

ropaganda of the Irisn National Teachers’ 
RE gn scil which has been described as by 
far the largest and most influential educa- 
tional association in this country. If it is to 
live up to that description it must not be 
satisfied in making the system with which 
itself is primaril v concerned—the national 
B — perfect. It must endeavour to make 


and destiny of the country will depend on the 
value and character of that training.” 

He was convinced, too, that they 
made a very determined ‘effort to advance 
they were going to drop seriously behind. In 
the modern world they were no longer in the 
position that they could rely too much on 
the native ability and quickness of their race. 
Unless that abilit and quickness were pro- 
perly trained he did not think that they would’ 

e able to make thé way in the world that 
they should make. The world had not stood. 
With their methods of training and their 
_— of education they were going to lose 

eir position. 

He felt that there was a danger that techni- 
cal education might be regarded as having 
for its task merely the turning out of 
human machines. He did not think that 
technical education should have that aim. No 
part of education should have that aim. Never 
should the development of character at any 
pe in the educational development be sub- 
ordinated or sacrificed to the turning out of 
mere technical skill. He believed that the 
development of character was the essential 
thing m the long run. 

SPADE WORK NECESSARY. 
He was afraid that the country was not 
sufficiently educated to realise the importance 
of education, and, as a result, a great deal of 
spade-work would have to be done in that 
irection. Not merely had the youth to be 
educated in the ordinary sense, but the 
parents had to be educated in the importance 
of education for their children, Those parents 
must be asked to sacrifice their own imme- 
diate economic gain, hard though it be, for 
the future welfare of their children and the 
welfare of the nation. In the end the suc- 
cess or failure of education in any country 
depended on the teachers. The Government 
could not educate. All that they could do 
was to provide the teachers. On the good- 
will of the teachers, their ability, their 
character and their finesse for their important 
task would depend the success or failure of 
education, and on the success or failure of edu- 
cation depended the success or failure of the 
nation. He held that the State and the 
Church had an interest in education. 
Dealing with the question of compulsory 
Irish, the Minister thanked the teachers for 
their efforts to cope with the new situation. 
If the Government had insisted on the im- 
ortance of the language, it was not merely 
or the purpose of giving the youth of the 
country an opportunity of having two 
languages, but because they believed, and be- 
lieved profoundly, in the importance of Irish 
in the moulding of national character It 
would gr to build and strengthen the 
national character, and without it national 
health and vigorous life would not be easily 
possible. The profound changes that had 
taken place in the last few years had affected 
not merely the political, but also the other 
aspects of the life of the country, and they 
had been very fully mirrored in their educa- 
tional system. The aims and the methods 
ad been greatly modified. In the making of 
the new Ireland of the future, each section of 
the country must do its bit, and the most im- 

rtant bit to be done was that which would 
be done in he schools. Autonomy had im- 
osed new duties on them, and he believed 
that the bulk of the people of the country 
were gradually beginning to see that it. in- 
volved new responsibilities on them. It im- 
posed new duties, too, on those entrusted with 
education, and what they were going to do 
in the future depended to a large extent on 
themselves. 

HARMONY AND CO-OPERATION. 

They must aim at being themselves; not at 
being a feeble copy of another people — No 
imitation was ever as good as an original. 
Harmony and co-operation between the diffe- 
rent authorities, the State, the Church, and 
the teacher, were necessary for advancement. 
Mutual abuse and mutual distrust would not 
get them very far. The spirit between the 
suthorities and the teachers had chafiged, and 
changed for the hetter. i 

Referring to post-primary education, he said 
that the aim would be that it should no 
longer be the privilege of the son of the rich 
man, but would gradually come more and 
more within the scope of all classes of the

Now that they were entering on a 
short period of recrimination it occurred to him 
what a great thing it would be for the country 
if all sections could to enthrone the 
child of future Iweland and dedicate them- 
selves to its service. If they did that there 
would be no more hungry and ill-clad children 
going to the schools. 

Mr. John Harbison, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the speakers, said they had a large 
contingent from the North.

THE SCHOOL LEAVING 
AGE. | 
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A plea for the assistance of the teach- 
ing profession in the solution of educa- 
tional problems was advanced by Mr. J. 
H. Robb, K.C., M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Northern Ireland Ministry 
of Education, at the annual Conference of 
the Ulster Teachers’ Union, which opened 


in Larne yesterday. 
It was stated that a great broadway of 


education had been opened up under the 


Education Act. 
There was a large attendance of dele- 


gates from all the branches. The opening 
meeting was of a public character, snd, 
in addition to the delegates, there was a 
representative public attendance. 


MEETING CHANGING 
CONDITIONS. 


Mr. Robb said that in education there must 
be continuous development to meet changed 
conditions in soci economic progress. 
He wished to direct special attention to that 

roblem of the education of the adolescent. 
t was estimated that in Northern Ireland 
there was an elementary school ulation of 
over 18,000 between the ages o and 14, 
and 7,000 between the ages of 14 and 15, so 
that, it appeared, about 11,000 left elemen- 
tary schools at the age of 14. He left it to 
the congress to consider what would be re- 
quired in the way of school changes and 
equipment should the age of attendance be 
extended by a year. e vast majority of 
the adolescent would never seek entrance to 
secondary schools, but if they were to be com- 
pelled to attend elementary schools until they 
were 15, and encouraged to go on even beyond 
that, there must be suitable arrangements for 
their instruction. 

THE CHILDREN’S CHARTER. 

Miss 8. Allen, president of the Union, re- 
viewel what had taken place since the passing 
of the 1925 Education Act. It had been 
rightly called the Children’s Chartér, and it 
had now been generally accepted as satisfac- 
tory. She hoped that soon every clause 
would be in operation and strictly adminis 
tered. 

In Scotland, every child who desired it 
could have free, or virtually free, education, 
from kindergarten to university. In England 
about ten per cent. of the best of the children 
got scholarships to secondary schools. The 
framers of the Ulster Act evidently had the 
Scottish ideal in view, but up to the present 
the educational authorities had provided 
scholarships to secondary schools for less than 
one per cent. of the pupils leaving elementary 
schools. If the ideals of the Education Act, 
and the ideals of Lord Craigavon, were to 
become realities, ihe educational authofities 
must waken to the responsibilities placed 
upon them. 

Having commended the Belfast Education 
Authority for the manner in which they were 
dealing with the clamant need of new schools, 
she said that while they welcomed these new 
schools, with their up-to-date equipment and 
arrangements, there was no doubt that there 
was considerable anxiety as to loss of position 
and income among the staffs of schools 
marked for amalgamation or for transfer.

DUBLIN STREET 
TRADERS. 


EFFECT OF THE iLAwW TO BE ENFORCED 
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The action oí the Dublin Corporation in 
reguiring street, traders to vacate certain 
main traffic streets is governed by the Street 
Trading Act, 1926, and the regulations mada 
thereunder, and formally sanctioned by tha 
Minister for Local Government. All -iall 
traders must be licensed, according to an 
official statement issued yesterday, and 
licences are not issued for trading in the 
more important streets. The Act imposes 
penalties for reap | without a licence, or íor 
trading in a prohibited street, and sum. 
monses have been taken out by the Gardaj 
against offenders. In some cases the Dig. 
tytct Justices have let the offenders off on 
probation ; in others fines have been inflicted 
It is not the policy of the Commissio)e;, 
to put the traders off the streets. Alice. 
tive trading centres are allotted in al] cases 
In the opinion of the Commissioners. the 
change of site will not hamper the traders 
fa dicing on their business. ‘The 
who purchase from them at present do so 
because they evidently consider that they 
et value for their money. The same ii. 
ucement will, presumably, exist when the 
traders take up the positions assigned to 
them in adjoining streets. Trading in such 
a well-known street trading centre as \ovwre 
street attracts customers m outlying dis. 
tricts. This street is one of those reserved 
for street trading. A similar attraction wii 
operate in the new trading centres. 

NO COVERED MARKETS. 
There is a general impression that the 
Commissioners are considering the question 
of providing covered-in markets for the 
street traders. This is not so. The Commis. 
sioners, aiter consideration, have decided not 
to spend the general ratepayers’ money on 
the provision of extra markets. This de- 
mand was not made until it was proposed to 
put street traders off the main trafhic strects. 
Climatic conditions are not any less rigorous 
in one street than in another. As at present 
carried on in busy thoroughfares, street trai. 
ing is @ danger to traffic, and gives a dir’) 
and untidy appearance to the streets. These 
disadvantages will be minimised when this 
class of trading is concentrated in a small 
number of secondary streets. 
This whole question has been considered 
by the Commissioners vig | thoroughly and 
in a sympathetic spirit. Their poncy Is to 
secure that the traders can pursue their call. 
ing without injury to the general interests of 
the city and without obstruction to trafic. 
The measures that have been taken will meet 
the case fairly, but the law must be en- 
forced. The action of the street traders is 
one of open defiance of the law, and has the 
effect of seriously hampering the Commis. 
sioners’ work for the good of the city. 
If the traders were wisely advised, the 
official statement. concludes, they would at 
once comply with the regulations, and in a 
very short while the general public would 
become accustomed to trading with them in 
the streets specially set aside for this pur- 
pose, and the traders would experience no 
loss of custom.

in Europe and the United States. It will

An international committee of famoos 
musicians will award the prizes for the best 
exhibits, Lord Berners and Frofessor Edward 
Dent representing Great Britain. Other 
members of the committee are Dr. Richard 
Strauss (Germany), M. Paderewski (Poland), 
M. Stravinsky (Russia), M. Jan Sibe)\: 
EE and MM. Maurice Rawelsans 
Romain Rolland (France). 
Exhibits, which are being contributed bv 
almost every country in Europe, will include 
an elaborate display of modern mnsical in- 
struments. In addition there will be an his- 
torical section, in which instruments used 
throughout the ages, and ancient scores, will 
show the development of the art of music 
from its earliest beginnings. Every museum 
of note in Europe has been explored to make 
the display as complete as possible. 
During the exhibition a series of concerts, 
representing every aspect of music, will. be 
given by the most famous orchestras of 
urope. These will include a German 
Opera festival, and a series of symphony con 
certs by the Concertgebouw Orchestra of 
Amsterdam, and by the Auguste Orchestra of 
Rome, under the conductorship of Molinari. 
The Paris Opera Comique, in conjunction 
with the orchestra of the Paris Conserva- 
toire, will also give performances, and there 
will be displays of eurhythmie dancing by 
the pupils of M. Jacques Dalcroze.

SLIGO, Tuesday. 
The Sligo Feis, which was opened in the 
Town Hall here to-day, was not three 
hours old until Miss Denne Parker, who 
adjudicates at musical festivals through- 
out Great Britain, was able to announce 
that the competitions had discovered two 
young singers of exceptional promise. 
They are Miss Mary Lyons, whose home 
is in Bekan, Co. Mayo, and Miss R. M. 
Aiken, of Irvinestown, Co. Fermanagh. 
The first-named, with 89 per cent., was 
placed first, and her Northern rival was 
second with 88 per cent., in the open solo 
selected song for juniors under seventeen 


years of age. ' 

Miss Parker, speaking of them, said :—Each 
has a good voice, each has a natural gift of 
musical expression, and a natural aptitude 
for musical phrasing They start now on 
their musical journey with a personality that 
must have been obvious to everyone listening 
to them in this hall. If they work hard to 
build up those voices that_God has given 
them, they must become real“ artists. 

This week marks the silver jubilee of the 
Sligo Feis, which has succeeded in s gap 
a musical culture throughout the West o 
Ireland and into the neighbouring counties of 
Ulster. A goodly slice of Ireland, far re- 
moved from the influence of Dublin, has been 
made musically active by the Feiseanna held 
in Derry and in Sligo. 

The programme for this week’s festival at 
Sligo contains the names of 750 competitors, 
or 80 more than last year’s ‘‘record " entry. 
They come from many places between Derry 
City and the shores of Galway Bay, but 
mostly ‘from the town of Sligo and the coun- 
try. parishes of Sligo and Mayo Counties. The 
Feis has brought so many strangers into the 
town that hotel accommodation is taxed to 
its limit, and it will be so during the re- 
maining days of the week, for this year, for 
the first time, Saturday has had to be added 
to the Feis calendar. 

GOOD ORGANISATION. 

There are big audiences for all the competi- 
tions, which are being carried through with- 
out a hitch, thanks to the experience and 
enthusiasm of the managing _ committee, 
headed by Mr. J. C. Cole, the chairman, and 
Miss Madeleine Wynne, honorary secretary. 
Mr. Cole’s work for the Sligo Feis is so 
well known that in a local jeu d’ésprit the 
gathering is sometimes referred to as the 
‘* Feis Cole.’’ Miss Wynne is the first woman 
to undertake the duties of secretary,~a job 
that has work in it for nine months of the 
year. ‘The festival would have been un- 
clouded but for a feeling of regret at the 
recent death of Georgina Lady ,Gore’ Booth, 
its founder and its fosterer in the early years 
of the struggle against indifference. 

For the first time the committee has been 
able to get as adjudicator for the singing 
Miss Denne Parker, of London, a lady in

CRITICISM OF GOVERNMENT’S 


WORK. 

The Fianna Fail Party held a meeting last 
night in Kingstown in support of the candi- 
dature of Messrs. Sean McEntee, Robert 
“—--nnan and Sean Brady for the representa- 
tion of County Dublin. 

Mr. McEntee said that the Government 
asked to be judged on their record. What 
was that record? In the four years’ time 
they had been in unchallenged control there 
had been a decline in the population, a 
decline in the area under tillage, a decline 
in the number of live stock on the land, a 
decline in bank deposits and a decline ih 
bank clearances. The only items of economic 
significance in which there had been increases 
were in the cost of Government and in the 
rate of emigration. 

So far as the future was concerned, they 
had no consistent policy, for the members of 
the Government spoke with many voices. 
Some of them, like Mr, J. J. Walsh, advo- 
cated whole-hearted protection. Others, like 
Mr. Cosgrave, watered that down to selective 
yrotection; and others, like Mr. Hogan and 
his allies in the Farmers’ Party, advocated 
free trade. No manufacturer would increase 
his activities and no capitalist would invest 
in industry in a country where the fiscai 
future was so :ncertain. The only positive 
planks that the Government seemed to be 
agreed upon were no coalition, the abolition 
of proportional representation, and the pro- 

ramme announced by the Minister for Local 
Boveraiant of the appointment of commis- 
sioners wholesale throughout the country. 
When Mr. O’Higgins and the rest of them 
said no coalition they really meant more 
disunion. 

In Fianna Fail they could not see what 
harm would befall the country ‘f groups of 
Irishmen sunk differences on secondary mat- 
ters in order to come together, take counsel 
and co-operate in assisting the nation in its 
present plight. 

Mr. Robert Brennan said that from the 
moment when the people decided that the 
oath must go it would go. The country was 
now in a woeful plight. Fianna Fail meant 
to reduce taxation. The present Govern- 
ment cost the country £27,000,000. Fianna 
Fail could brirg that expenditure down by 
one half, and that inside six months.

Speaking at a meeting in Buncrana, Mr. 
A. J. Cassidy, Labour candidate for Donegal | 
in the Dail, said that many children had 
been forced through the poverty of their 
parents to stand in the market squares and 
horse fairs in Donegal, in order to get em- 
ployment under slavish conditions. If the 
Government had looked after the small 
farmers and the unemployed in the manner 
in which they should have done, there would 
he no necessity for such a system of child 
stavery. 

Mr. Denis Houston, another Labour candi- 
date, said that nowhere was poverty so ex- 
tensive as in Donegal. The people of that 
county were being taxed practically out of 
existence.

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THE SHANNON SCHEME.

Sin,—In the debate on the Electricity 
Supply Bill in the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce Mr. Barry asserted that the cost ot 
eneration at Pigeon House could be reduced 
o 0.5 or 0.6 pence per unit by (a) the 
radual improvement iu the load sacwr, (0) 
the increase in output, and (c) the reduction 
of coal to £1 a ton. My intervention in the 
debate was not to deny that, in theory or 
principle, such a.reduction in generation costs 
was possipie, but to assert that in actual 
operating practice of the Dublin Station such 
a reduction was extremely improbable. |! 
invited Mr. Barry not to confine himself tv 
theory, out tu endeavour to demonstrate how 
the theory had worked out in practice in the 
Dublin Station in the past five years. My. 
Marshall Harriss would like to persuade him- 
selt that the theory of the matter was un- 
known to me. Far from it; I was merely 
inviting Mr. Barry to supplement the 
theoretical assertions by figures trom practice. 
Perhaps, Mr. Harriss, as an engineer of long 
experience, would come to Mr. Barry s rescue 
‘and demonstrate the accuracy of Mr. Barry s 
assertion from the operation figures’ of the 
Dublin Station. 

Mr. Harriss is correct in asserting that | 
was inaccurate in stating that the fall in coal 
costs was responsible for the total reduction 
in the 1925-6 generation costs below those of 
1924-5. I had purposed to convey, while 
stating I was speaking from, memory, that 
any reduction in respect of items (a) and (b) 
was compensated for by increases in other 
items, and I did not assert the obviously false 
principle tha. items (a) and (b) would in 
themselves bring about no reduction. For 
instance, the generation costs of 1925-6 were 
0.25 pence a unit lower than those of 1924-5; 
yet the latter year showed generation costs 
only 0.03 pence lower than those of the 
previous year, 1925-4. The load factor im- 
proved in 1923-6 to 16.54 as against 16.41 in 
1924-5, while in 1925-4 it was as low as 15.59. 
The output in three years in generated units 
improved each year, being 19,100,000 in 
1923-4, 21,151,000 in 1924-5, and 24,521,000 in 
1925-6. 

The above generation costs for each year 
ere arrived at from the official figure for 
“ expenditure on generation.” The figure 
omits such renewals as are charged, and, pre- 
sumably properly so, against revenue. If the 
latter were included, the decrease in genera- 
tion costs for 1925-6 would be 0.23, while the 
costs of generation for 1924-5 would actually 
he slightly greater than those for 1923-4, in 
spite of improvement in factors (a) and (b), 
and in spite of the price of coal remaining 
approximately constant. Perhaps, the ex- 
planation may be offered that the quality of 
the coal changed. In any event, in actual 
operation in the Dublin Station in the years 
in. question, 1923-4 and 1924-5, Mr. Barry's 
factors did not give the final reeult which he 
asserts they would in theory.—Yours, etc.,

Str,—The success or failure of the Shannon 
scheme now rests on three points—the sound- 
ness of its works, the market for its out- 
put, the price of its current. With regard 
to its works, for the last hundred years, by 
established engineering practice — now 
virtually become a law—the consulting en- 
gineer certifies monthly for the amotint due 
to the contractors, and at the same time 
reports on the progress, methods and sound- 
ness of the operations. Although the works 
are nearly half constructed, there has not 
yet been any report published. The econsult- 
ing engineer's supervision is the only 
varantee for sound construction and value 
or expenditure. It will be remembered that 
the experts treated the construction phase of 
the scheme very superficially. 

With regard to the market for output, as a 
result of the infrequency of trams, the 
railways—even the i oi lines—áre ruled 
out as current-users. Electric traction as 
being rapidly rivalled, superseded, by. petrol. 
Electricity in Irish farming is a “ wash- 
out. e horse and tractor hold a 
monopoly of field-work and farm haulage. 
The 50,000-—-more or less—farmsteads are 
approached by over 3,000 miles of country 
roads, plus, perhaps, half as many more 
miles of lanes and byways. Since the com- 
paratively short length of distribution cables 
| cost some two millions sterling, how much 
will it cost to tap the farm-yards, where 
it is expected to supply power to the average 
owner of six to eight cows and as manv 
stall-feds—fed by a boy—for four months of 
the year? Where is the prospect for 
remunerative outlay on cables and power 
plant? How many generations will pass 
away before the farmer boils food for his 
pigs and fowls by electric heating? Irish 
industrial power is an outlet of comparatively 
negligible importance, Whether steam, gas 
or electricity be used makes no more than a 
trifling difference to ;-roductive industry. It 
Is not want of cheap power, but want of 
trade, that shuts down mills, breweries and 
distilleries all over the country, 

In lighting, the scheme fares still worse. 
Mr. Kettle’s excellent performance in 1925. 
26, producing current at 0.75d. per unit from 
imported coal—a feat capable of very sub- 
stantial improvement—proves that Dublin. 
the largest prospective consumer, has no need 
for Shannon power. In five or six years’ 
time the £60,000 annual profit will be free 
to reduce the price to the consumer below 
the Shannon promoters’ 0.53d. per unit. I 
believe that Mr. Kettle was, for part of 
that time, forced to use German rubbiab 
coal of the kind that would not burn, 

As regards price of current, the promoters 
fixed their own price, undertaking to supply 
Dublin at 0.53d. per unit. On the faith 
of this undertaking the scheme was forced 
through Parliament. Now, with the con- 
struction at half time, the promoters’ under- 
taking becomes void. eir price must 
depend upon circumstances. If the Provincial 
Paul does uot need, or take, his allotted 
amount of current, the Metropolitan Peter 
must be mulcted to make up the deficit. 
Where is the promise of a sufficient matket 
to make the price of current economic? 
Railways, traction, farming, industry, light- 
ing are all shy. Would any commercial 
enterprise take a free gift of the scheme 
and its prospects, as they now stand’? The 
provers oa be run vl the expense of the 
axpayers by an autocratic, touch-me-not 
board.—Yours, etc., |

terms of reference to the new Commission. 

Secondly, the decision to limit the 
personnel of the Commission to departmental 
officials must necessarily involve a certain 
lack of independence and of authority where 
these qualities are peculiarly desirable, If, 
as authoritative rumours indicate, this lack 
of independence is to be accompanied by the 
selection of an official as Chairman of the 
Commission, whose whole training and asso- 
ciations have been in railway work, and who 
is now the chief official custodian of rail- 
way interesis, the labours and recommenda- 
tions of the new Commission will, indeed, be 
alte prejudiced. Our Committee, there- 

ore, very earnestly urge that, while official 
and railway circles should be adequately re- 
presented upon the Commission, independent 
elements (whether members of the (Vireachtas 
or otherwise) should be embraced in the Com- 
mission’s membership, and that neither 
trouble nor expense should be spared to 
secure a chairman of outstanding authority 
and impartiality. 

Upon the general question of the vital im- 
portance of road transport development we 
can do nothing better than to quote from 
President ‘ Cosgrave’s address, delivered on 
the 6th inst., to the Irish Tourist Associa- 
tion, as follows :— 

“ Even of greater importance than railways are 
our roads—-the State rightly regards the import- 
ance of roails as one of the first casentials of the 
economic well-being of our country.” 

The wording of that pronouncement makes 
it clear that President Cosgrave's thought 
was directed, not less to the development 
of agriculture and the cheap transport ol 
fresh food to city wage-earners, by means of 
road transport—and to the social value of 
the motor ‘bus (the poor man’s motor car)— 
than to the encouragement of special tourist 
traffic. It follows that any expedient which 
would prevent or depress the growth of road 
transport. cannot have the sanction of the 
head of the Government. Such an expedient 
would he the subordination, in any degree, 
of road development to railway interests. 

It now becomes necessary for us to expose 
a very prevalent and misleading fallacy as 
to the present financial relationships between 
railway and road vehicles interests—the per- 
sistent suggestion that railways contribute to 
the upkeep of roads for the use of motor- 
owners, e simple fact is that Free State 
railways to-day contribute a smaller pro- 
porticn of road-making costs than they con- 
tributed before a single motor car came intn 
use. From the following figures it will be 
seen that last year Free State motor-owners 
directly contributed over £13, as against 
every £1 paid by Free State railways for 
road improvement and maintenance. 

During the debate on the Railways Bill 
vide Page 403 of Official Dail Report of 

h March) Deputy Davin suggested that 
railways contribute £150,000 annually for 
road purposes. The Minister for Industry 
and Commerce promptly intervened with the 
following correction :—‘ The rates applicable 
to roads are very much less; the umount is 
under £45,000" The. total amount paid for 
the same period by motorists to ‘the Road 
Fund (every penny of which is used for road 
purposes) is revealed in the annual accounts 
published in the Press on the Ist instant— 
viz., £612,000. The contrast does not end 
there. While the railway companies’ almost 
negligible contribution tends to decrease, 
motorists payments increase steadily by over 
£100,000 annually. Further, motorists, in 
addition to the £612,000 referred to above, 
contribute over £100,000 annually to the 
National Exchequer in import duties. Having 
regard to these facts, we hope we have now 
heard the last of the suggestion that railway 
companies provide roads for the use of their 
competitors. 

While thus presenting facts which mav be 
disagreeable to railway interests, we wish to 
repeat that the TUiion is as anxious to 
secure justice for railway proprietors as for 
motor owners. In this connection it is only 
necessary to recall that the Union has re- 
peatedly appealed to railway companies to 
establish motor ‘' feeJjer"’ services, and has 
invited railway directors tu consider a variety 
of suggestions for linking-up rail and road 
transport. That all such suggestions have 
been either. ignored or rejected has not been 
the fault of the Union, Now, when railway 
managers have been compelled, by actual ex- 
perience, to enter hurriedly upon an ill-con- 
sidered policy of fare.‘ cutting,” and what 
appears to he. a highly organised effort to 
drive independently-owned transport agencies 
out of existenve. we feel that there is no 
other course open to us than again to present 
some important, though frequently forgotten, 
facts for the information of the public.—

Fast and West—hut a selection af Cornty 
Wicklow for the preset shovld « fies, Hern 
the main thoronghfares could in aoch 
numerous places he intersected and connected 
for the better disslav of the mountain and 
coaste! panorama that I think it - shame to 
have so much admirable scenery hidden away 
from the view of motorists. whe are confined 
tn the main road reutes. To deal with one 
district, T think thet the Countv Connei!, or 
other authority resnonsible. world have. for 
consideration a very material item of business 
if the following suecestion were part of the 
agenda at some of its meetings. A couple of 
miles south of the villave of Newcastle. at 
the Killoughter cross-roads, open up the pre- 
sent by-road which leads to the leve! crossing 
at the old disused station house. This would 
Fa a new roadway from Killoughter down 
o Murrough, skirting the sea, entering Wick- 
low town at the east side, and out bv the 
golf links to the lighthouse at Wicklow Head. 
Then make a new roadway, a short distance 
through a farm, to connect up with the exist- 
ing. sea-road which leads on to Arklow. 
About twenty miles of the finest coast-road 
in Ireland would thus be opened up. passin 
immediately alongside Wicklow Bay an 
beach, through the town, on by the ruins of 
the ancient Black Castle, historically asso- 
ciated with the attempted landing of Saint 
Patrick. It goes on [á the Silver Sands, so 
well known to holiday-makers, and passes 
Hope's famous stud-farm and training school, 
the mansion house and demesne of Maghery- 
more, and Brittas Strand, which for extent 
of natural beauty is said to be the best in 
the country. 

The outlay would be well-spent money and 
would give some needed employment. The 
alternative route by the sea would relieve the 
congestion that pervades the present inland 
roads and would reduce the expense of their

297 cattle which had been shipped at 
Dublin to be landed at Heysham after 
that port had been declared an infected 
area.

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ELECTRICITY BILL. 


CHAMBEROF COMMERCE

The Council of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday appointed a com- 
mittee to discuss amendments to the 
Electricity (Supply) Bill with the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. 

Last Thursday, after a discussion which 
had lasted three days, the Chamber 
rejected a resolution which the President 
(Mr. J. O. M. Eason) had proposed, pro- 
testing against the principle embodied in 
the bill. Instead, it adopted the following 
motion :—‘‘ That, in view of the statement 
made by Mr. McGilligan—that, if the 
principle were agreed upon that profits 
‘should go towards reductions in the price 
of current, he considered there was no 
necessity for complete acquisitien of the 
municipal undertaking—a committee be 
appointed to confer with the Minister to 
secure amendments to the bill that would 
achieve this object.” 

The committee was séenhiiuial yester- 
day, and consists of—Mr. J. C. M. Eason, 
Mr. David Barry, Mr. G. N. Jacob, Mr. 
Hubbard Clark, Sir Simon Maddock, Mr. 
P. Nugent, Mr. John Good, T.D., and 
Mr. P. J. Lawrence. 

The committee, it is understood, will 
endeavour to secure that the three elec- 
tricity undertakings of Dublin, Pembroke 
and Rathmines will act as distributors 
for their own areas, taking the Shannon 
power in bulk from the new Board and 
selling it themselves, as was contemplated 
by the Shannon experts in their report. 
The three undertakings will guarantee to 
do everything in their power to increase 
distribution in their areas, and to fix a 
maximum price for electricity over a 
period of twenty-five years. 


BIG SEIZURE OF ALE. 


30,000 BOTTLES IN APPLE 


BARRELS. 


LONDON, ONTARIO, Tuesday. 

A “record ” seizure of liquor, presumably 
in transit to the United States, has been 
made at a Take Erie port. Thirty thousand 
bottles of ale packed in apple barrels, and 
labelled “‘contractors’ equipment,” have 
been seized under the liquor laws of 
Ontario, where liquor is a Government 
monopoly.

WHY SWEDEN GOT A 
CONTRACT. 


BRITISH RAILWAY’S 
STATEMENT. 


The Swedish General Electric, Limited, 
has secured a contract from the Southern 
Railway (England) for twenty rotary con- 
verters, with sixty transformérs, for the 
electrification of a section of the company’s 
system. 

In a statement issued yesterday evening 
by the Southern Railway 
Department, it is set forth that the 
company placed previous contracts with 
three British firms, when the plant was 
ultimately purchased after weeks of 
negotiation at prices considerably lower 
than those originally quoted. For the 
stage of electrification of its area now 
being undertaken, and in continuance of 
its policy of purchasing British-made 
plant, the company recently invited 
tenders from some British firms. 

Tn response two offered jointly to supply 
only - fourteen of twenty-three machines 
required, but subsequently increased the 
offer to cover the full twenty-three on 
certain conditions. Other firms declined 
to quote. 

“This,” says the statement, “ appeared 
to indicate the existence not only of a 
price agreement, but also of some sort of 
quota arrangement restricting the output 
of individual firms, or, in effect, dictating 
to the company the source of supply. In 
these circumstances the company had no 
alternative but to find a contractor who 
was prepared to meet their full require- 
ments on reasonable terms and condi- 


tions.

EMBERS of the Free State Parlia- 
ment reassemble to-day for the short 
session which is to terminate the life of 
the present Chamber.

It: is difficult to see how the various

When the Electricity (Supply) Bill comes 
before the Dail to-day there will be several 
amendments for consideration, and, as & 
result of his meeting with the Chamber of 
Commerce and Mr. O’Riggins’s encounter 
with the ratepayers of Rathmines, it will 
not be surprising if Mr. McGilligan has 
some observations of a spirited character 
to offer by way of repiy to his critics. 


THE BUDGET... 

To-morrow will be Mr. Blythe’s day 
entirely, and the discussion of the Budget 
will take up the remaining days of this 
week. 

When the Minister for Finance is ex- 
plaining his Budget in the Dail the Senate 
will be busy with the Intoxicating Liquor 
Bill. Up to yesterday only a dozen amend- 
ments had been tabled. The most im- 
portant of these represent-an effort by Mr. 
Douglas to re-insert the provision for the 
closing of the public-houses in the county 
boroughs during two hours every after- 
noon. It may be recalled that, when the 
clause was submitted to a free vote of the 
Dail, it was accepted by a small majority ; 
but this decision was subsequently modi- 
fied on the report stage, when members of 
the Government Party moved that the 
closing period should be one hour (2.30 
p.m. to 3.50 p.m.), and this proposal was 
carried, To-morrow Mr. Douglas is to 
move that the closing period shall be from 
ó o'clock to 5 o'clock. 

H the Senate should adopt this sian 
ment, a rather piquant situation would 
arise. The bill would go baék to the Dail, 
with a message from the Senate asking 
the other Chamber’s acquiescence in the 
amendment. What would be the attitude 
of the Minister for Justice? He is wholly 
in favour of the two hours’ closing. He 
could not well ask the Chamber to reject 
the amendment, and presumably would 
not do so. But would he be disposed to 
stand by the Senate, and put its amend- 
ment to the Dail as a matter of confidence, 
involying the resignation of the Executive 
Council? After the performance given 
recently by his own party one is not dis-4 
posed to think that he would. The 
probability is that, just as he left the 
proposal to a free vote in the first instance, 
he is likely to do so again. 


THE FRYING PAN AND THE FIRE. 

Even if the Dail should reject the pro- 
posal on a free vote or a “confidence ”’ 
vote, the Senate still would hold the whip- 
hand, since it would be in the position to 
hold up the bill for 270 days. Meanwhile 
there would be a general election, with the 
possibility that a party would be returned 
to power that might not have quite the 
same horror of liquor reform as its pre- 
decessor. 

Another, and equally important, amend. 
ment standing in the name of Mr. Douglas 
seeks the deletion of Section 15 of the bill, 
or, in other words, the ‘complete abolition 
of the bona fide traffic. Here. the same 
considerations apply as to the afternoon 
closing amendment. 

The Minister for Justice sé from the 
beginning intimated his preference for a 
uniform opening (throughout the whole of 
the Free State) in exchange for the com- 
plete abolition of the bona fide traffic; 
but this is the first occasion on which a 
lead in that direction has been sponsored 
by the rank and file of either House, It 
is fairly certain that, as it stands, Mr. 
Douglas's amendment has not much chance 
‘of acceptance by. the House; but a com- 
promise on the lines of Mr. O’Higgins’s 
preference may be adopted, 

The Minister, it can be believed. would 
make a <>otermined effort to secure the 
Dail’s acquiescence, Should he fail, how- 
ever, to enlist the yndivided support of 
his followers, and thereby find himself 
unable to make acceptance of the amend- 
ment a matter of confidence, the Senate 
would still hold the fort, and could exer- 
cise its constitutional right to hold up the 
bill for 270 days. 

The situation is not without interesting 
possibilities, and for all its stout rerform- 
ance (uring recent months the Viensed 
trade may yet have an opportunity of 
investivating the subtle difference between 
the frying pan and the fire.

A FOOLISH PROPHECY 
‘EXPOSED, 


From OUR Own CoRRESPONDENT. 


a : | PARIS, Tuesday. 

The end “ol the world, which was 
scheduled for June 27th, has been post- 
poned indefinitely, according. to Charles 
Nordmann, the noted French astronomer. 

On this date the earth is going to pass 
through the tail of the comet “1927— 
C,". which is to pass between the sun 
and the earth, its distance from the latter. 
being only a slight matter of some six 
million kilometres—a mere nothing in 
astral space. 

This comet, the third discovered this 
year, as its name indicates, is the same 
Pons Winnecke comet that was discovered 
in 1813. Since then, in its whirl through 
space, it has passed near enough for 
observation at least three times. The 
last time was in 1921. 

According to the prophecy, the gases in 
the tail of the comet will annihilate all 
humanity ; but a simple calculation based 
on observation of former comets shows 
that these gases weigh only one ten- 
millionth of the total of our atmosphere, 
and that, as every man breathes in twenty- 
four hours about four kilogrammes of air, 
he will inhale only about halí a milligram 
of cyanogen, the principal element in the 
tail. The danger resulting from this is 
about equal to the drinking of a small 
glass of kirsch.

TEACHER KILLED AND 
PUPILS BURIED.

In Monarchist circles here it is learned 
that representatives from Prince Duarte 
Nuno assembled last week in Paris at a 
conference with delegates representing ex- 
King Manoel. A long conference took 
place concerning the future policy of the 
Monarchists towards the Portuguese 
Throne. 

It is stated that a pact was drawn up 
and ratified, making Prince Duarte Nuno 
heir-presumptive, with rights of succeés- 
sion to the Portuguese Crown. The pact 
also nominated ex-King Manoel as 
Regent, to act as such in any urgent case, 
such as the re-establishment of the 
Monarchy. 

The, pact represents the agreed colla- 
boration of the two Portuguese Royalist 
parties—the Constitutionalists and the 
Absolutists—whose members have been at 
war until the present agreement. 

In consequence of the ratification of the 
pact, the present Royalist Directorate is 
re-organisation scheme under the new 
Royalist Party. 

The delegate conference in Paris is said 
to have been virtually unanimous regard- 
ing its decisions, practically the only dis- 
senting voice being the former Portuguese 
deputy, Senor Carvalho Silva, who has 
now left the Portuguese Royalist Party.

MINISTRY’S -PRESSING 
PROBLEMS. 


In a leading article on Japan, where the 
Government has fallen, The Times remarks :— 
At the very moment when the troubles in 
China. were at th ' worst, and had, in fact, 
reached a point at which the serious menace 
to Japanese interests in China could no longer 
be disguised, the prolonged ‘internal strain 
led to a Cabinét crisis, which, for many 
reasons, internal and external, -it. has been 
thought desirable to postpone. The Wakat- 
suki Cabinet has been. exposed to strong 
criticism in* connection with the financial 
arrangements made for the purpose of tiding 
over the difficult. years. ‘The death of the late 
Emperor caused a suspension of political 
activities that might have led to the over- 
throw of: the: Cabinet a few months ago. 

The new Ministry. is clearly dominated by 
the vigorous personality of Baron Tanaka. 
He is faced with urgent problems, on which 
he must take a rapid decision. Some practi- 
cal- alternative has. to be found for the 
arrangements proposed by Mr. Wakatsuki’s 
Cabinet in connection with the difficulties of 
the Suzuki firm. Further, the question as 
to whether the Parliament, in which for tha 
moment- Baron Tanaka's party does not com- 
mand a majority, should shortly be dissolved, 
and whether the experiment of new elections 
under .a very broad suffrage should at last 
be tried, can hardly be evaded any. longer. 
And. finally, it is expected that Baron 


questions about policy in China which are 
now being asked in Japan. It may be that 
he will continue the moderate and cautious 
policy. of Baron Shidehara, the Foreign 
Minister in the last, Cabinet. 
He himself is credited with. a desire 
that. Japan should take more vigorous 
action in China, but it remains to be seen 
whether he will depart abruptly, or far, from 
the policy of Baron Shidehara. 

This change of Government in Japan is, .at 
any rate, a clear symptom of an exceptional 
crisis in Japanese affairs. In spite of the 
rapidly changing internal and external con- 
ditions of the Empire, in spite of the con- 
fusing impact of a multitude of new ideas, 
aspirations and fears, it is certain that Japan 
‘wi'l surmount her present difficulties as she 
has emerged the stronger from so many 
trials in the past. 

Our own political relationship with Japan 
has undergone a change. We agreed, in the 
hope of vet creater benefits, to all the nations 
affected by the new problems of the Pacific, 
that: the alliance with Japan should he 
merged in a broader. arrangement. This 
arrangement has brought some advantages, 
and not a few fresh perplexities. Tt has 
certainly not modified in any respect that 


far more than any particular Treaty pro- 
visions, made the alliance so popular in this 
country. The knowledge that our former 
ally is experienc ing, in an exceptionally acute 
form, the continuing ‘difficulties of a serious 
period of transition can only intensify the 
real sympathy that, in spite of all changes, 
remains in Great Britain for Japan.

SOME PREVIOUS ACCIDENTS.

BODIES RECOVERED. 


MACHINE A TOTAL WRECK. 


From a SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 
EASTCHU RCH, Tuesday Evening. 
The accident occurred at about twelve 
o'clock. The machine, a _ two-engined 
Vickers Virginia, had flown over to East- 
church and landed, and at the time of the 
accident it had just taken off and was 
circling the aerodrome. When over the 
playing fields, which are within the aero- 
drome boundary, and at a fair altitude, 
it fell precipitately. There was a loud 
explosion, and the machine burst into 
flames. : 
Many persons in the aerodrome rushed 


fierce, rising .to a height of forty feet 
or more, théy managed to get the bodies 
out of the wréckage. The-machine now 
lies a tangled wreck of burnt and 
blackened débrts. 

The occupants were a fiying officer, a 
pilot officer, a flight sergeant and a 
mechanic. 

Although many people were about at 
the time few actually saw the accident. A 
building worker on the top of a shed near 
by said: “I saw the machine take off 


further notice, Both engines were running 
perfectly, and as I see so many machines 
there I was not particularly interested. 
When she had made a complete circle 
over the aerodrome I heard a loud crash, 
an explosion like a gun going off, and, 


rising to a tremendous height.”’ 


PROBABLE CAUSE OF THE 
ACCIDENT. ) 

The cause of the accident is not, yet 
known, but the common belief among the 
aerodrome workers is that given by a man 
who was employed close to the scene. “I 
should .think it happened,” he said, 
“ through the pilot misjudging his distance 
in taking off. He apparently caught his 
right lower plane on a stationary machine 
a little to the right and in front of him. 
In doing this the wires controlling the 
ailerons, by means of which the pilot keeps 
his machine level in the air, were put 
out of action. The pilot was thus unable 
to steady his plane in the air, althongh he 
could still turn the plane from left to 
right. 

““He managed to turn her round, mean- 
ing to bring her down in front of the 
hangars to examine the damage, but 
suddenly the plane began to fall and nose- 
dived to the ground.”’ 

EASTCHURGH AERODROME.

Sergeant-Pilot Ward, who had three 
machines out on to the aerodrome in 
readiness to fly to Somerset later in the 
day, and who witnessed the accident, 
said :—‘‘ I was walking about forty yards 
distant from the place where the machine 
struck the ground. I saw the Virginia

‘The two main struts of the left wing 
of my machine were broken through, being 
struck by the right wing of the Virginia. 
I saw her climb up in order to clear the 
obstacle dead in her path, and then 
noticed, as she went over my head at a 
Leight of about eighty to one hundred 
leet, that she was banking steeply to the 

‘ht. I think this was due to the cables 

ntrolling the ailerons having been 
damaged through contact with my 
machine. 

PILOT’S EFFORTS TO DESCEND. 

[he pilot appeared to be able to 
control the rising and turning of his 
machine, but the heavy banking to the 
right compelled him to fly in a circle, 
and it seemed to me that, realising this, 
he tried to bring her down to the aero- 
which he had just left. He 
seeined to stall her once or twice, and 
lost height until he was about fifty feet 
above the ground level. and in another 
two or three hundred yards of flight would 
have landed safély on the aerodrome. 

‘I am convinced that the pilot then in-

YUGOSLAV COMMENT ON 
ITALY’S ATTITUDE. 


Considerable surprise has been occa- 
sioned in Yugoslav circles by the attitude 
of the Italian Government in refusing to 
allow any discussion of the Treaty cf 
Tirana in the conversations which are in- 
tended to take place between the two 
countries. 

Yugoslavia has been accused of mobilis- 
ing along the Albanian - frontier, but 
althou¢h her Foreign Minister asked the 
Powers to investigate these charges, 
nothing, it is declared, has been done. 

It was then suggested by the British and 
French Governments that Haly and Yugo- 
slavia should negotiate direct, but on the 
eve of these conversations there was pub- 
lished the Italian official communiqué; 
which, in the view of the Yugoslay Go- 
vernment, quite prejudiced the possibility 
of any successful negotiations, 

The proposed conversations have for 
their object the settlement of all ont- 
standing points in the relations between: 
the two countries. If, however, © the 
Italian Government commences by adopt- 
ing a non-possumus attitude on any one 
point, it is a little difficult, say Yugoslav 
circles, to understand how any useful 
results can be obtained. 

Discussions are now proceeding in Bel- 
grade and elsewhere to determine what 
course the Yugoslav Government shall
